TMtE decision! of Mr. Justice O’Connor in declaring 

A the -Alberta Debt Adjustment Act invalid, has re¬ 
sulted in legislation suspending all legal proceedings 
under this Act for 60 days. This, if eorrectly interpre¬ 
ted from the hews reports, would" give opportunity for 
a finding from the “’Appellate division of the Alberta 
Supreme Court,-or from the Supreme Court of Canada, 
if the case were carried further. 

The Debt Adjustment Act was made effective in 1933, 
primarily for the protection of farm interests, but the 
scope was widened in 1937 to include other debtors. 
There is no doubt that there have been instances when 
it has been misused, and has been invoked to cover cases 
which did not honestly come within the original inten¬ 
tion of the Act. A weakness of the Debt Adjustment 
Act, as contrasted with the Farmer-Creditor Arrange¬ 
ment is that it could not make mandatory adjustment 
unless both parties agreed. It had no power to make 
order for compromise but it £6uld and has refused per¬ 
mission to go forward with legal proceedings in respect 
to debt contracted p rior.to July 1, 1936. In effect, it de¬ 
layed action without settling anything. 

But the federal Farmer-Creditor Arrangement 
Act has brought farmer and creditors together, first be¬ 
fore the official receiver, and, if compromise could not be 
reached in this way, then before the Board of Review. 
Under this prooess, a composition of total debt was 
made, usually followed by reduction, on the basis of the 
present value,of tlye holdings of the debtor. The fed¬ 
eral board has not' power to give clemency unless the 
debtor could not pay his debts in full. The productive 
capacity of the land is taken into account and possibili¬ 
ties of fulfilment thoroughly canvassed, in adjustment 
of creditors’ claims, and terms' of payment are spread 
over a period of years. 

One crfticf&si of the federal Act is that in the case of 
applicants in the first years of operation, the reductions 
allowed were not sufficiently drastic in view of wheat 
prices of succeeding years. In the current scene for ex¬ 
ample, a man whose land is clear of debt, can weather 
through. But those with a burden of debt, even though 
it may be reduced under the Board of Review, are up 
against a situation wjiich is.almost impossible to handle. 
The continual pressure from the various creditors 
Moanized under the Board of Review, has its demoral¬ 
izing effect on a mah’s working capacity and hope of 
recovery. ; 

While the validity of the Debt Adjustment Act has 
been considered debatable^ it has been felt that some 
form of debt legislation has been imperative for the pres 
ervation of a large proportion of the farm population. 
The present productive value of land does not frompare 
with fifteen years ago. The land is as good, the farmers 
are as good, but the revenue is only a fraction of what .t 
was when many mortgages were contracted. It is 
necessary that there be a distribution of losses in which 
loaning companies, other creditors and farmers all 
share in the loss. 

The outcome of the decision in respect to the. Debt 
Adjustment Act is still in doubt. But somg thought 
must be given to John McCormac’s survey of wheat 
lands in which he suggests the possibility of depopula¬ 
tion of the west and “completely mechanized operation 
of huge estates by the mortgage companies." Is that 
in the best interests of Canada and Canadian people?

rpHE announcement of the federal wheat policy gives 
farmers reasonable notice of what lies ahead. It 
has been made clear that a total of 230,000,000 bushels 
will be the limit of the Wheat Board’s responsibility in 
the 1941-42 crop year. Delivery quotas will start at 5 
bushels, with further releases as the grain can be dis¬ 
posed of. But this total acceptance will thus apply on¬ 
ly to about ’ 65Vr of last year’s total wheat yield 
Farmers have the' alternative of sowing lass wheat or 
carrying any excess on their own responsibility. 

Instead of compelling reduced wheat acreage, the 
government is paying the west to produce less wheat 
Summerfaltowed land and land sown to coarse grain or 
grass, are being bonused. This bonus is not on all land 
in summerfallow or coarse grain, but only on that pro¬ 
portion which has -been diverted from normal wheat 
acreage. Thus, if a farmer normally sows 200 acres in 
wheat, but cuts this down to 100 acres in wheat fhis’ 
year, and summerfallows the other hundred, he will re¬ 
ceive $4 an acre for the 100 acres which he has taken 
out of his normal wheat sowing. It is understood there 
will be no bonus, on the land which he ordinarily sum¬ 
merfallows. Or if he sows coarse grain or grass on land 
which normally would have been sown to wheat, he gets 
a $2 an acre bonus. This will he in addition to the rev-

Egypt Restle*.-.

From his close 
up observation he had material for a 
book, which was acclaimed the best 
-book published on the Egyptian war. 

Boer War 

“After his Egyptian experiences, he 
left the arnly and when the Boer war 
broke out, he went to Africa as cor¬ 
respondent for the Morning Post. He 
was captured with an armored train 
and his sensational escape enabled him 
to return to England where he found 
himself a popular hero. 

,“Then lie was elected Conservative 
member for Oldham, but fell out with 
Joseph Chamberlain on the question 
of tariff reform, and became a Liberal. 

1914 

“In August 1914' we find him as 
First LoPTT of the Admiralty in As¬ 
quith’s Liberal government, and 
Churchill may be thanked for the fact 
that the fleet was ready to the last 
man on the day the war broke out.” 

History May Re,peat 

Mr. Kemp than dealt with two great 
strategems which rose during his ten¬ 
ure of office in the last war and his¬ 
tory may repeat in this war. These 
two strategems were Antwerp and 
Dardanelles. 

It was conceded later by military | 
strategists that if Kitchener had ac¬ 
ceded to Churchill’s appeal for co-op- ' 
eration of land and navy forces, and 
had taken advantage of surprise ele¬ 
ment, the tragedies of Antwerp and 
Gallipoli the war would have ended 
in two years. 

At Antwerp, Churchill’s plan of 
combined attack was delayed by 
Kitchener’s obstinacy and excuse that | 
■Ke had no trained troops. Three prec¬ 
ious weeks passed in futility and hav¬ 
ing lost the advantage of quick, sud¬ 
den attack, the result was disastrous, 
and calumny was heaped on Churchill. 

In the matter of the Dardanelles, 
the question was whether war should 
be fought on two fronts. iChurchftt- 
proposed a quick surprise drive on the 
Turks, who were totally unprepared, 
combining strong naval and land for¬ 
ces. But again Kitchener said he had 
no troops, and the warships went for¬ 
ward without land troops augment 
their action. This was anotner dis¬ 
astrous mistake. The Turks were 
now warned, and when the army did 
arrive it was too late. The Kitchener 
obstinacy and delay frustrated 
Churchill’s strategy ol quick, unex¬ 
pected action, and co-operation be¬ 
tween tbs different military branches 
Churchill resigned as First Lord of 
the Admiralty and he took command 
of a battalion in France. Eventually 
he was brought back to be Minister of 
Munitions in Lloyd George’s go’ em¬ 
inent. 

Tanks 

Tanks had eptered the picture as 
powerful potential weapons, the sur¬ 
prise factor of which could be very 
demoralizing. He urged the army not 
to use them,.unlil a formidable drive 
could be made. But again disregard¬ 
ing his advice, they used the tanks 
very ineffectively on the Somme, and 
the only time that they were properly 
used was at Canibrai in 1917, Even 
then the advance was not pushed home 
as it should have been. 

End of Great War 

After the Great War, Winston 
Churchill was made secretary of the 
Dominions, Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer and then became a back 
bencher. _ 

During ensuing years he developed 
two themes (1) Hatred of Bolshev¬ 
ism; (2) distrust of the Nazis move¬ 
ment. He was the first to doubt pro¬ 
foundly the honest intent of the Nazis, 
and he was never cea^isg in his crj 
for preparedness. It wak natural that 
he should return to the limelight 
when disaster threatened. 

\"Germans Fear Him 

“A summary of Churchill’s quali¬ 
ties,” said Mr. Kemp, “bring out many 
significant points.

Life History as Told by Rev. 
Dudley Kemp, Shows In¬ 
domitable Perseverance to 
Reach His Ends

Rev. Pudley Kemp of Christ 
Church, Calgary, was the guest speak¬ 
er at Rotary. Thursday evening, giv¬ 
ing his listeners a vivid word picture 
of Winston Churchill, and the qualities 
which fit him so admirably for his 
present leadership. 

In sketching the life and accom¬ 
plishment of Winston Churchill, Mr. 
Kempt touched on significant charac¬ 
teristics which make up the totaUof 
a great man. Strangely, Churchill 
was anything but clever at school. He 
changed his politics several times but 
always for some good sound reason. 
For years he fought forlornly in an 
endeavor to rouse Britain to an ap¬ 
preciation of the German menace. 
Neither Macdonald, Baldwin nor 
Chamberlain were enthusiastic about 
Churchill, but in his long political his¬ 
tory he has filled all posts in British 
cabinets. Now, for the first time, he is 
Premier of Britain. Lord Kitchener 
always objected to Churchill, but if 
Kitchener had permitted himself to be 
guided by Churchill, the Gallipoli 
and Antwerp tragedies would not have 
occurred, and the war might have 
been concluded in two years instead 
of four. But Kitchener worked alone, 
refused to listen, and resented Church¬ 
ill’s interference. 

“In any biography,” said Mr. Kemp, 
“the first event of importance is 
birth, and it is helpful to know a 
man’s antecedents. Winston Churchill 
was the son of Lord Randolph Church¬ 
ill, an enigmatic man who died young, 
after a short term as premier. ' His 
mother was' an American of great 
beauty and charm. 

At fourteen years of age, young 
Winston Charchill went to Harrow, 
where he made very poor progress in 
everything but English literature J hnd 
history. He seemed totally unfitted 
for any kind of political career, and 
in deperation was sent to Sandhurst 
military college. Neither did he dis¬ 
tinguish himself at this school, but 
passed poorly into the 4th Hussars. 
This regiment was stationed in India, 
and out to India he went. In those 
days one needed about 500 pounds 
private income per annum in the cav¬ 
alry. and it was hene that his flair for 
writing came to his rescue. 

“Always eager to be in the heart of 
action, he began to wangle junior staff 
jobs away from his regiment which 
would taka him direct to the scenes of 
battle and skirmish. He was thus able 
to write his news from direct observa¬ 
tion. This, of course, did not popular¬ 
ize him with his regiment, but at 22 
he had more medals to his credit than 
his C.O. In 1897 he got long leave to 
England.

A hot bed for starting garden seeds 
early is usually prepared in March. It 
consists of a bed of fresh manure, 
which supplies the heat, about 18 
inches deep. On this,_two or three 
inches of fine soil is placed and after 
the bed hasdieated up and then cooled 
down again (a matter of three or four 
days) the seed is sown in rows a few. 
inches apart. The lied is protected by 
rough boarding along the side and on 
-top, and sloping towards the south 
about 10 to 18 inches above the bed is 
t.laced a window sash well glassed. If 
'only a few plants are wanted, these 
may be started from seeds sown in 
flat boxes indoors and placed- in sun¬ 
ny windows. \ 

Like garden seed, it is important 
to secure nursery stock, fruit trees, 
rqse bushes, shrubs, perennial flowers 
etc—from a reputable source and one 
that is familiar and caters to Canadian 
conditions. 

Good stock is pliable, green and 
shows plenty of live buds. Roots are 
moist and well wrapped to .exclude the 
air. \ Such will grow readily- when 
planted. Brittle wood, wrinkled buds, 
or none at all, are exposed, dry roots 
are an indication of inferior, usually 
cheap'Stock. If it grows at all, it will 
take years to make a real showing. 

Nursery stock should be planted as 
soon as the soil is fit to work, and if 
purchased before this time or if in¬ 
convenient to plant, roots should be 
temporarily covered with moist earth, 
or plants should- be stored in a cool, 
dark cellar and roots kept moist.

D. M. Duggan criticized the prem¬ 
ier for language used in his radio 
broadcasts—quite uplike his restraint 
in the house.

He said a 
province could not repudiate and de¬ 
fault and still expect to refund with 
any satisfactory arrangement. 


J. H. Walker, Independent leader in 
legislature, declared that the Social 
Credit government had-collected DO. 
million dollars in its five years in 
power which was $34,619,624 more 
than tihe U.F.A. had collected in the 
previous five years. , 

He said the records showed that in 
the corresponding periods, the Social 
Credit’s government’s - expenditures 
had been only $14,726,425 greater than 
the U.F-A.’s which had been $88,689,- 
270 compared with the present gov¬ 
ernment’s $103,415,696. 

During the Social Credit regime, 
Mr. Walker claimed $77,122 more was 
paid members of the legislative as¬ 
sembly, outside indemnities, than the 
$280,165 paid members during the 
previous y.F.A. five-year period. 

Total payments of all kinds to mem¬ 
bers during the Social Credit period 
amounted to $967,740. This was $95,- 
829 more than the amount paid in the 
U.F.A. period. - 

Salary payments to civil servants 
had increased by $770,864 under So- 
cial Credit government, and travelling 
expenses of public servants had in¬ 
creased $164,439. 

By the end of 1942, treasury 
branches will have cost the province 
$1,035,103, after their earnings -have 
been deducted, he continued. V 

Mr. Walker said it had been claim¬ 
ed hard-surfacing of roads by the Soc¬ 
ial Credit government cost only $1,400 
a mile, but a check of hard-surfacing 
costs between Calgary and Red Deer 
showed an average cost of $7,347 a 
mile. 

He said Alberta’s entry into the in¬ 
surance field has exposed taxpayers to 
risk in case of disasters, and under¬ 
writing of most of the insurance with 
Lloyds—a British group—was risky 
on view of the possibility of war dam¬ 
age reducing British assets. 

A criticism from the government 
side was made by C. A. Reynolds of 
Stettler, who wanted more money 
spent oh the Social Credit Board, ex¬ 
tending activities outside the province. 
He thought some civil servants were 
getting too low salaries and working 
too long hours. He thought the one 
cent fuel tax from farmers should go 
to Secondary roads. He praised the 
government for assuming the unem¬ 
ployment burden, the hail insurance 
board, etc., but said that out of $5,- 
260,000 collected through car and gas 
taxes, only $2,267,000 had been ap¬ 
propriated for aH of the public works.
